Whately Town Warrant. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
FRANKLIN, SS. 


To Francis EK. Sanderson, Constable of the Town of Whately, 
GREETING : 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday the seventh day of March, 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on 
the following articles : 


ARTICLE 1.—To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee, Auditor, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Library Trustee, one Elector under the Will 
of Oliver Smith, all to be voted for on one ballot. The ballot 
for the ladies will contain the name for School Committee only. 


ArT. 3.—'l’o vote by ballot ‘“‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No” upon the ques- 
tion ‘‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors” in this town. 


Art. 4.—To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 


Art. 5.—To see if the Town will raise money to pay its loans. 


Art. 6.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the coming year, and appropriate the 
same, 
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Art. 7.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the 
Registrars. 


Art. 8.—To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Art. 9.—To see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


Art, 10.—To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


Art. 11.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent. or any 
fixed per cent. on amount of Town Grant, State and County 
Taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on 
or before August Ist, 1898. 


Art. 12.—T'o see if the Town will raise, or instruct its offi- 
cers to borrow money, for repairs, either special or general, on 
cemeteries, roads, bridges, or buildings, or instruct its officers, 
committees, commissioners or trustees, in any matters of claims 
or suits, or transact any other business which may properly come 
before the meeting. 


ArT. 13.—To see if the Town will vote to buy a new hearse. 


ArT. 14.—To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
discontinuing the road from Victor D. Bardwell, north to Con- 
way line known as Poplar Hill road. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting attested 
copies at each of the Post Offices in said town, said posting to be 
at least seven days before the time of holding said meeting. 

Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting as aforesaid.

In presenting their report your Selectmen deem it unnecessary 

to say much in explanation, as little out of the usual work has 
been called for. The finances of the town are in quite a satis- 
factory condition. We have made a payment of $1,200 on town 
- note to State Treasurer, leaving $2,300 as the sum now due. 
Our roads have been more expensive than usual owing to frequent 
rains. 
The records of the work of your town officials has been exam- 
ined and passed upon by your Auditor. ‘The work in the differ- 
ent departments of town affairs and the attendant expense will 
appear in detail in their proper places. We leave it for you to 
pass upon, trusting that whatever merits your approval will re- 
ceive it, otherwise be justly criticised.

suffer. This is something that cannot be easily avoided, us the 
best teachers we cannot keep always and their places are not 
always filled at once, 

As there were so few scholars in the North East district, that 
school has not been opened during the year, which necessitated 
the children being carried to the South Kast School during the 
winter term.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Whately :— 


GENTLEMEN :—The annual report of the schools of the dis- 
trict and town is herewith presented for your consideration. 
While no great changes in the conduct of the schools have been 
made during the year, yet the work has moved along steadily 
upon the lines hitherto adopted, and in most cases satisfactorily. 

There is gratifying evidence of an increased desire on the part 
of many pupils to pursue a more extended and complete course 
of study than can be given them in the common schools, and a 
considerable number are taking advanced studies in neighboring 
large towns. In most schools where the former teachers have 
been retained, there has been no cause to regret the action, and 
where due care has been taken in the employment of new ones, 
there has been little difficulty. In a few instances, plainly in- 
competent instructors were employed and, logically, the results 
were failures. The Commonwealth is dealing so liberally with 
its smaller towns in the matter of pecuniary assistance for their 
schools, that every town should endeavor to acquiesce so far as 
possible in its wishes, and this means, among other things, the 
employment of experienced and trained teachers when procur- 
able. 


WHATELY SCHOOLS. 


With one or two minor exceptions, the schools in town have 
been well taught and profitable throughout the year. While it 
may not be that we have any better than those in neighboring 

(36) 
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towns, yet Whately seems to be unusually fortunate in maintain- 
ing uniformly good schools. There are several reasons for this 
desirable condition among which may be mentioned :—Special 
interest of the citizens in the schools; election of competent and 
progressive school officers ; generous appropriations; great care 
in the hiring of teachers. Very little money is expended that 
does not return good value, and interest in study is maintained 
among the pupils. It would be a very wise and helpful move if 
the school year were lengthened to correspond with that in the 
other towns of the district. Of course the same amount of work 
cannot be accomplished in Whately as in them, which is greatly 
to the disadvantage of those scholars desiring to enter higher 
schools. The interior of the North West house has been greatly 
improved and it is to be hoped that the same may be said of the 
South West and South Center houses soon. As some of the 
houses are not yet supplied with national flags according to law, 
it should be done as soon as possible. 


NORTH CENTER SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Gould, the former 
teacher, and the remaining terms by Miss Whiting, who, though 
new to us, has given us excellent service, and has secured the re- 
spect of the pupils and the community. The year has been 
profitable, and those pupils who have entered higher grades in 
the larger towns have shown that they had received good prepa- 
ration for their advanced work. 


SOUTH CENTER SCHOOL. 


The attendance has been rather better and more regular than 
usual. It is sufficient proof of the excellence of this school to 
say that the former teacher was retained. But very few rural 
schools can compare with this in the thoroughness of instruction, 
progress, and interest of the pupils. The enthusiasm of the 
little ones is quite infectious. 
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SOUTH EAST SCHOOL. 

It was with the greatest regret that the resignation of Mrs. 
Scott was received. Under her able management the school has 
ranked among the best, and the improvement in attendance and 
general deportment was very marked. <A new teacher was en- 
gaged upon the strength of recommendation, but it was quick- 
ly evident that that she would not be able to manage the school, 
especially upon the advent of a new element that did not seem 
to understand that the school was intended for educational and 
not athletic purposes. She soon left, and the Committee were 
fortunate enough to secure the services of Mr. George Pease. 
Immediately upon his assuming the duties of teacher, any doubt 
as to proper and efficient discipline quickly disappeared, ang the 
scholars are again progressing well. 


SOUTH WEST SCHOOL. 


Miss Beals left this school as teacher at the close of the 
spring term much to our regret, her work having been able and 
satisfactory. Miss Underwood was engaged to complete the, 
year. Although without experience as a teacher, it soon became 
evident that she possessed many of the necessary qualities for 
successful teaching, and entering into the work with a spirit of 
devotion and determination she made rapid progress, giving us 
a good school. Unfortunately the same pupils who had before 
caused us trouble, making the town much additional expense, 
without the least provocation again undertook to make a dis- 
turbance, but the teacher met the oocasion promptly, and with 
commendable firmness nipped the incipient rebellion in the bud, 
and after the dismissal of one or two from the school, every- 
thing proceeded smoothly. Miss Gould taught the last few 
weeks of the year, Miss Underwood having resigned to prepare 
for her entrance to college. The school is now small and easily 
managed. 


¢ 
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NORTH WEST SCHOOL. 

The excellent instruction and management received by this 
school for so long a time made it one of the banner schools, and 
when the committee unwillingly accepted Miss Waterman’s res- 
ignation, some fears were expressed that it might not continue 
to be as profitable. Miss Dill, a former teacher, was hired, and 
though a considerable number was added, some of whom did not 
possess quite as high an ideal of behavior as the majority, she 
quickly assumed her proper place as mistress, and has disciplined 
and taught the school in a thorough and highly satisfactory 
manner. 

In closing this report, the Superintendent wishes to congratu- 

late the Committee and other citizens upon the character of the 
work done in the town, as a whole, and to thank the members of 
the former for the kind assistance rendered and courtesy shown, 
and the latter for their continued interest and cordial support.
